Los Angeles Division, in conjunction with IPD, has 
developed additional information to indicate that Ford has 
explosives and ammunition in his residence which are laced with 
chemical or biological toxins. Additionally, Ford constructed 
underground bunkers in his back yard which may contain 
Significant amounts of chemical or biological agents. The 
residence and property have been secured and preparations are in 
Progress to search the house and yard to secure these biological 
and/or chemical agents. A unified command has been established 
with the IPD, Orange County Sheriff's Department Bomb Squad, 
Orange County Fire Authority, and the FBI. HMRU and the Los 
Angeles Division WMD Hazmat Unit have been activated. An 
operations plan to conduct the necessary searches is being 
prepared. It is anticipated the plan will be executed on 
03/09/2000. The searches will be conducted pursuant to a state 
search warrant of the house and yard. 


The HMRU and the Fly-Away Lab have been activated and 
will be on scene for this operation. IPD will be responsible for 
evacuation and perimeter control. Access to the "hot zone" will 
be controlled through a singular credential system. 


The Bureau and respective offices will be kept advised.

The purpose of this memo is to set forth the facts in support of and to request 
that the City Manager declare a “local emergency” due to the potential extreme 
peril to the safety of persons and property in the vicinity of 19 Foxboro, Irvine. 
This request arises out of the police department's pending investigation of an 
attempt murder/conspiracy charge designated as DR #00-3929. Stated briefly, 
the case involves an attempt murder charge based upon the shooting of James 
P, Riley in the Spectrum on Cebruary 28,2000. Shortly after the shooting, the 
City arrested a suspect. ‘Thereafter, the City commenced questioning of a 
potential suspect, Dr. Larry Ford, a business partner of Mr. Rilay. Shortly after 
the questioning, ended, Dr. Ford died; the evidence suggests that he committed 
suicide, 


The Police Department investigation has determined that there is a high 
likelihood that Dr. Ford secreted material within his home at 19 Foxboro that 
posed an immediate threat to the public health and safety of residents within the 
immediate vicinity of that address. This public health and safety threat is based 
upon the discovery to date of unknown hazardous materials and munitions 
within his home. 
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The Police Department's investigation has also revealed that there is a very high 
degree of probability that Dr. Ford received training tn and has experience in the 
development of hazardous substances and munitions. Given the confidential 
nature of the source of this information and the fact that suspects are still at 
large, | cannot include this information in this document but i am prepared to brief

SUMMARY 





A public health investigation was conducted to determine whether a physician who 
possessed biological agents intentionally administered them to his former patients. 
Interviews of patients and review of medical records did not reveal a common pattern of 
infectious illness that would indicate systematic induction of disease. No syndrome was 
found that was consistent with acute infection with a biological agent in the doctor's 
possession, or one likely to be used for bioterrorism. However, patterns of questionable 
medical practice and incomplete documentation were detected that merit referral to the 
Medical Board of California. 





BACKGROUND 


In early March 2000, the Irvine Police Department (IPD) and the Santa Ana office of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) obtained intelligence that a physician, Dr. X, who 
committed suicide after being investigated as a suspect in a murder-for-hire case, had 
possessed biological agents that could be used in crime or terrorism. Investigators 
recovered from Dr. X’s home over 200 samples of possible biological or chemical 
agents, some labeled with organism names, including bacteria pathogenic for humans. 
Testing of selected specimens by the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention 
(CDC) confirmed that at least two of the samples contained viable organisms 
corresponding to the pathogen listed on the specimen label. 





IPD and FBI obtained information that Dr. X may have been involved in the 
development of biological and chemical agents, and may have tested them on human 
patients. These concerns were reinforced by preliminary reports of illness and receipt 
of irregular medical procedures among several of Dr. X’s former patients and social 
contacts who spoke with investigators from the FBI and the IPD.

the investigation. The objectives of the investigation were to verify the presence of 
illnesses reported to IPD and FBI, to determine if they could be due to intentional 
administration of a biological agent or agents by Dr. X, and if so, whether there was an 
ongoing infectious disease threat requiring control measures. 


METHODS 


Case/potential victims. Persons possibly at risk for being a victim of intentional 
infection with a biological agent were identified by the IPD and FBI. Some individuals 
also contacted the IPD or FBI after hearing the media coverage of the criminal 
investigation. These individuals expressed concerns that their health problems were 
due to being a victim of medical experimentation by Dr. X or his associates. 


Case definition. Exploratory interviews of potential victims did not yield a common set 
of symptoms from which a case definition could be constructed. 


Interviews. Extensive, exploratory medical interviews were conducted by medical 
officers. Potential victims were asked about their current symptoms, past medical 
history, testing and treatments performed by Dr. X and his associates, and 
occupational, environmental, drug, sexual, travel, and animal exposures. A complete 
review of systems was performed, with special emphasis on symptoms possibly 
consistent with an infectious process, such as fever, chills, cough, diarrhea, and rash. 


Physical and laboratory examinations. Persons with current symptoms possibly 
consistent with an infectious process were offered a physical exam and selected 
laboratory testing based on history and physical findings. 


Medical record review. Patient medical records found in Dr. X’s residence were 
abstracted. Data collected were: patient age, date of first visit, date of last visit, and for 
each visit, the chief complaint/symptoms, tests ordered, test results, diagnosis, and 
treatment or procedure. For records with a last patient encounter after 1997, this 
information was obtained for all visits. For records with a last patient encounter before 
1997, visit details were recorded primarily for non-gynecologic complaints, tests, and 
treatments which would have been outside the usual scope of practice for an 
obstetrician/gynecologist such as Dr. X. Special attention was paid to visits in which Dr. 
X diagnosed or treated gastrointestinal, pulmonary, febrile, neurologic, or dermatologic 
conditions. 
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Another group of files which were not formal medical records but which contained 
patient medical information was recovered by IPD from a different location. These files 
were reviewed for documentation of medical testing or treatments, particularly for 
gastrointestinal, pulmonary, febrile, neurologic, or dermatologic conditions. 


Review of biological specimen list. The inventory of specimens recovered from Dr. 
X's residence and from his company laboratory was reviewed to identify possible 
patient names. These possible names were cross-checked against those of patients on 
the medical records and those on the list of potential victims compiled by the IPD. 


RESULTS 


Interviews and examinations of potential victims. Fourteen persons were identified 
by IPD as being ill and having had contact with Dr. X. Of these, four could not be 
contacted, one refused to be interviewed, and one was too ill with noninfectious chronic 
disease to be interviewed. Two of the remaining eight denied having any current, 
recent, or chronic illness, and stated that they had received minimal routine treatments 
from Dr. X. 


The other six persons were interviewed at length, and reported multiple heterogeneous 
chronic symptoms. There was no common pattern of illness shared by these six 
individuals. Four of the six had their last medical contact with Dr. X in the remote past, 
ranging from 3-18 years ago, and the other two could not recall their last direct medical 
contact with Dr. X, but think it was at least four months ago. None of the individuals 
currently has symptoms of an acute infectious illness. Two have had intermittent, low 
grade loose bowel movements lasting for several months or years since their last 
contact with Dr. X, and have been asked to submit stool specimens for testing. 


One of the six individuals was examined by our medical team, and had no remarkable 

findings on physical examination, except for the presence of surgical scars consistent 
with the history given. Three declined to be examined, and two did not have sufficient 
clinical symptoms or contact with Dr. X to warrant a physical examination by public 
health investigators. 


Medical record review. All eighty-three records that were recovered from Dr. X’s 
home were reviewed and abstracted. Most visits were for routine gynecologic care and 
common gynecologic complaints such as pelvic pain, vaginal discharge, dysuria, 
dysfunctional uterine bleeding, uterine myomata, lower abdominal pain, and 
condylomata. Some patients were also seen by his associate, mostly for augmentation 


es 
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mammoplasty. There was no documentation of patients being administered 
experimental treatments or pathogenic organisms, nor were patients being seen for 
diarrheal, febrile, pulmonary, neurologic, or dermatologic illnesses (the exception being 
laser vaporization of supposed human papillomavirus lesions or suspicious nevi). 


However, the medical records were remarkable for absent or incomplete 
documentation. Examples found in multiple charts include: 
e the visit date was recorded and the encounter billed, but no other documentation 
of the encounter could be found 
e nosymptoms or diagnosis were recorded, only examination findings and 
treatment | 
¢ specific names and dosages of medications were omitted 
e tests (e.g., PAP smears, vaginal/cervical cultures, serologic testing for Epstein- 
Barr virus, herpes simplex, or cytomegalovirus) were noted as being ordered but 
no report could be found in the record 
e no procedure note was written for office procedures such as biopsies 


Patterns of questionable medical practice were detected. Among these are: 

e Repeatedly inadequate PAP smears lacking endocervical cells in 
premenopausal women with a uterine cervix 

e Laser obliteration of suspected condylomatous lesions in the cervix and vagina 
without documented colposcopy 

e Total hysterectomy in premenopausal women (in their 20s and 30s) with one or 
two months of dysfunctional uterine bleeding 


Approximately 50 folders found at another location contained copies of medical records 
requested from other physicians. Some of the records appeared to have been sent by 
patients and were accompanied by signed notes from them, asking Dr. X to review their 
medical information and give his opinion or arrange for specialist evaluation for them. 
Some files included results of tests ordered by Dr. X, including blood tests and a few 
radiographs and ultrasound examinations. In most cases, Dr. X did not document a 
medical history, examination, diagnosis, or treatment plan. There was no 
documentation of patients being administered pathogenic organisms or being examined 
or tested by Dr. X for diarrheal, febrile, pulmonary, neurologic, or dermatologic 
illnesses. One folder contained an unsigned note recording an individual's reaction to 
the “IC suppository,” which may have been the medication being developed by Dr. X's 
medical research company. 
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Review of biological specimen list. Thirty-five of the 266 specimens submitted to 
CDC were labeled with a name that is not part of a recognized pathogen. None of 
these names matched the names of patients whose records were reviewed or the 
names of potential victims identified by FBI and IPD. 


DISCUSSION 


This investigation did not find evidence to suggest that the illnesses reported to IPD and 
FBI were due to intentional administration of a biological agent or agents by Dr. X. No 
infectious disease threat to the public health was identified. The persons interviewed 
and those whose medical records were abstracted did not have a common pattern of 
illness that would indicate systematic induction of disease by Dr. X. None of the 
individuals displayed a symptom pattern that would suggest acute infection with one of 
the biological agents listed on the specimens collected from Dr. X’s home or those 
considered to be most likely to be used for bioterrorism. 


Two patients currently have chronic, intermittent, low-grade symptoms of loose bowel 
movements which have been present for several months or years after their last contact 
with Dr. X and his associate. Although this pattern is not consistent with intentional 
administration of a biological agent, we have encouraged them to submit stool 
specimens for testing for bacterial and parasitic pathogens, as per routine medical 
practice. 


In the absence of a common pattern of illness, a syndrome suggesting purposeful 
infection with a biological agent, or any documentation of the administration of 
pathogens, we believe that the public health investigation can be concluded. It is highly 
unlikely that other individuals will develop an acute infectious illness due to 
administration of a biological agent by Dr. X, since four weeks have elapsed since his 
death, which is beyond the incubation period of many bacterial and viral pathogens. 
However, the questionable medical practices and incomplete documentation found in 
the medical records merit referral to a medical regulatory agency such as the Medical 
Board of California. 


This public health investigation was the product of a coordinated multi-agency response 
involving local, state, and federal public health officials, local law enforcement, and the 
FBI. Collaborative efforts such as this are necessary to successfully address the public 
health consequences of biological or chemical terrorism. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. Conclude the public health investigation by distributing this report to involved 
partners 

2. Collect stool specimens from the two patients with intermittent, low-grade 
diarrheal symptoms, test for bacterial and parasitic pathogens, and follow-up as 
per routine medical practice 

3. Former patients and contacts of Dr. X who come forward with medical symptoms 
or complaints should be referred to their personal physician for evaluation 

4. Continue routine community-based surveillance for reportable diseases 

5. County of Orange Health Care Agency will refer findings of questionable medical 
practices to the Medical Board of California for follow-up

At 6:00 a.m. on March 9, 2000 Operation Foxboro 
Recovery started. All participants in the Unified Command met at 
the Springbrook Elementary School for the issue of security 
badges and start up brief. 


At approximately 8:15 a.m. Orange County Bomb Squad and 
FBI Bomb Technicians entered Foxboro. Bomb Technicians found the 
false compartment under the stairway and remotely opened and 
searched the area. Several ammunition containers were found and 
X-rayed. A large amount of ammunition was determined to be in the 
containers. 


The house was cleared. No explosive hazards were 
found.
